Flames Leap 50 Feet in/ 


Air as Large Crowd 
Watches—Other Build- 
ings Damaged — Loss 
Put at $109,000.

Three firemen were injured and 
five families were forced to leave 
their homes in a spectacilar fire 
that destroyed two large wWare- 
houses and damaged several other 
buildings in the 2500 block: of 
South Broadway last night. Total 
damage was estimated at approxi- 
mately $109,000. ° 

Firemen remained at the scene 
today, pouring water on smolder- 
ing debris. 


The blaze, of undetermined ori- 
gin, broke out in the warehouse 
of Robert Baskowitz Co., manu- 
facturers’ agents, at 2509 South 
Broadwa.y, where beer bottles and 
their containers were stored, 

Louis Spezia, 5601 Columbia 
avenue, turned in the first alarm 
at 8:25 p.m. when he observed 
smoke and flames pouring from 
the front of the building, Three 
other alarms were then sounded, 
bringing 23 fire trucks and 
pumpers, - 


Flames Leap 50 Feet. 

Flames leaped as high as 50 
feet, drawing thousands of spec- 
tators, as the fire spread across 
an alley to another of the com- 
pany’s warehouses. This struc- 
ture has its entrance at 2520 
Seventh boulevard. Also damaged 
by the fire were a three-story 
brick building at 2519 South Broad- 
way and a two-story brick garage 
in the rear of 2501 South Broad- 
way. 

The firemen injured were: John 
Jedlicka, 6307 Alabama avenue, 
driver for Hook and Ladder No. 4: 
Capt. George Juengel, 3313 Halli- 
day avenue, Hook and Ladder No. 
14, and Charles Raacke, 3923 Chip- 
pewa street, Squad Truck No. 1. 

Jedlicka was stunned when he 
was struck in the face with a fire 
hose. Capt. Juengel was given 
first aid at the scene for a cut on 
the hand caused by shattered 
glass. Raacke was taken to City 
Hopsital for treatment of a frac- 
tured left hand suffered when he 


fell. 
Families Driven Out. 

Four famiiles living on the sec- 
ond and third floors at 2519 South 
Broadway were routed when the 
blaze shifted south from the ware- 
houses. James. Hansen and his 
son-in-law and daughter, Mr. and 
Mrs. Theodore Schauman, who 
live above MHansen’s furniture 
store at 2501 South Broadway, also 
had to leave. 

Robert Baskowitz, president of 
the firm, estimated the warehouse 
damage at $95,000, including $60,- 
000 to the building and $35,000 to 
the contents. Backowitz who lives 
at 7 Dromara road, Ladue, said 
the loss is partly insured. His 
company has its offices at 716 
South Twenty-first street. 

Other estimates of damage: by 
Fire Chief Frank Egenriether 
include $10,000 to the Meier drug 
store at 2519 South Broadway, 
$2500 to the garage behind Han- 
sen’s store and $1250 to the apart- 
ments south of the warehouses, 

Broadway streetcars were un- 
able to pass the scene of the fire 
until early today and busses were 
substituted between Chouteau ave- 
nue and Chippewa _ street. The 
fire deparement and the Salvation 
Army provided mobile canteens to 
distribute coffee and doughnuts to

TRANSOM PEEPG 
TO GET EVDENG 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court took a stand 
today against policemen forcing 
their way into rooming houses and 


L_peeping through transoms to get 


evidence of wrong-doing. 

Evidence secured in that man- 
ner cannot be used, the court 
ruled, 6 to 3. The majority opin- 
ion was written by Justice Doug- 
las, who commented: 

“Power is a heady thing; and 
history shows that the police act- 
ing on their own cannot be 
trusted.” 

The case originated here in 
What the transom- 
peepers said they saw was a cou- 
ple of bookmakers busy at their 
work. They arrested Earl H. Mc- 
Donald and Joseph P. Washing- 
ton who were charged with (a) 
possessing lottery tickets, and (b) 
keeping a place for wagering on 
horse races.

They appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and today’s decision threw 
out their sentences. 

Three File Dissent. 

Justice Burton wrote a dissent 
in which Chief Justice Vinson and 
Justice Reed concurred. Justice 
Jackson wrote an opinion agree- 
ing with the majority. 

The differences among the jus- 
tices turned on interpretation of 
the Constitution’s guarantee 
against unreasonable search ‘and 
seizure. 

Douglas said guarantee “ex- 
tends to the innocent and guilty 
alike.” He added.: 

“It marks the right of privacy 
as one of the unique values of our 
civilization and, with few excep- 
tions, stays the hands of the. po- 
lice unless they have a search 
warrant issued by a magistrate on 
probable cause supported by oath 
or affirmation.” 

The dissénters said that under 
the circumstatices of the case, “a 
prompt entry by the police was 
justified when they reasonably 
Suspected that the crime of op- 
erating a numbers lottery was be- 
ing committed at the moment.” 

Jackson on Forcible Entry. 

While Justice Jackson agreed 
with the majority that the con- 
victions and sentences should be 
overturned, he based his decision 
on the fact that entry to the build- 
ing was forcible. The evidence 
was that the officers forced their 
way in through the landlady’s 
quarters. 

Jackson said if the officers had 
gotten into the building legiti- 
mately he would see no objection 
to their eavesdropping and peep- 
ing at the defendants’ door.

NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
Alger Hiss, a principal in the 
Soviet spy investigation, submitted 
his resignation as head of the 
Carnegie Endowment for Interna- 
tional Peace today, but trustees 
tabled the resignation. He was 
granted a three-month leave of 
absence, 

Hiss submitted his resignation 
to the board of trustees of the en- 
dowment at its semi-annual meet-. 
ing. John W, Davis, acting chair- 
man of the board, announced the 
board’s decision. 

Hiss, in his letter to the endow- 
ment board, referred to the “very 
serious chargde” made by Whitta- 
ker Chambers and his subsequent 
disavowals of them. Declaring that 
investigations and legal proceed- 
ings as a result would occupy 
most his time for ‘“‘weeks to come,” 


NANKING, Dec. 13 (AP)—With 
a Chinese Communist attack re- 
ported only 50 miles northwest of 
this ‘capital, Government military 
sources today said Red infiltra- 
tion and heavy Nationalist losses 
may soon force abandonment of 
the new Hwai river defense line. 
That would shove national de- 
fenses back to the Yangtze river. 

These sources reported that 
more than 50,000 troops of the 
Government’s encircled Twelfth 
Army Group have been wiped out 
southwest of Suhsien, about 145 
miles northwest of Nanking. 

The Twelfth, which originally 
numbered. some 110,000, now has 
been compressed into an area of 
less than four square miles. Its 
critical shortage of supplies is 
worsening. Pilots report difficul- 


ty in dropping material into the 
shrinking target area.

CHAMBERS TIP SAID 
TO HAVE TRAPPED 
RED SPY IN LONDON 


British Cabinet Room Code 
Clerk’ Later Executed, Edi- 


tor Reports. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 13 (UP) — 
The World-Telegram reported to- 
day that Whittaker Chambers, ad- 
mitted former courier for a Com- 
munist spy ring, gave information 
to authorities in 1939 that led to 
the capture of a Soviet spy in the 
code room of the British Cabinet 


and his subsequent execution in 
the Tower of London. 

The newspaper said it learned 
the story from Isaac Don Levine, 
editor of Plain Talk. Levine told 
the newspaper, it said, that he 
himself had first learned of the 
spy in the code room from Cham- 
bers, who had just renounced 
Communism, and from Gen. Wal- 
ter G. Krivitsky, former Soviet 
military intelligence chief in west- 
ern Europe, who had broken with 
Stalin.

BUTCHERS. REEL 
NEW OFFER, STRIKE 
SET FOR THURSDAY 


$5 Rise Turned Down — 
155 Chain Stores and 
Super Markets Involved 


in Dispute. 


Six hundred union butchers em- 
ployed in 155 chain stores and 


super markets in the city and 
county were prepared to go on 
strike next Thursday after reject- 
ing the latest wage offer by em- 
ployers at a meeting yesterday. 
The butchers, members of 
Meat Cutters’ Local 88, voted al- 
most unanimously Nov. 28 to 
strike in support of their de- 
mands. 

The rejected wage offer called 
for a flat $5 weekly increase and 
a 44-hour week, a reduction of one 
hour in the present working time. 
The union, which originally de- 
manded a 40-hour week and in- 
creases of $12.50 for head meat 
cutters and $7.50 for journeymen, 
scaled its demands to $10 and 
$6.50 and a 42-hour week. Latést 
negotiations were condtcted with 
the assistance of the United States 
Conciliation and Mediation Serv- 
ice and ended last Friday. 

Nick M. Blassie, union president, 
said the negotiations ended in a 
stalemate and “there was no point 
in talking to employers further.” 
The next meeting of the union has 
been called for 6 a.m. Thursday, 
when the strike is scheduled to 
begin, 

Present wage scales in super 
markets are $69.50 a week for 
journeymen and $79 for head meat 
cutters. Blassie said the 40-hour 
week has been put into effect for 
chain store butchers in New York, 
San Francisco, Oakland and Port- 
land, Ore. Increases granted in 
those cities ranged from $5 to 
$12.50 a week, Blassie said. 

Earl W. Jimerson of Chicago, 
international president of the 
meat cutters’ union, attended yes- 
terday’s meeting, held in the 
Opera House at Kiel Auditorium. 
The 155 chain stores and super 
markets involved are operated by 
15 firms, including the Kroger Co. 
and other large companies. 

Although wage contracts be- 
tween the union and all local em- 
ployers expired Nov. 15, the strike 
will not affect about 1000 inde- 
pendent markets with which the 
union is negotiating wage. in- 
creases. “The public need have no 
fear of a meat shortage. There 
wil] be plenty of meat,” Blassie 
stated.

NATIONALISTS HINT RETREAT

Communist Attack Only 50 Miles Northwest 
of Nanking Reported — 50,000 Men of 
Trapped Army Wiped Out.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (AP)— 
The United States — prepared to 
write off China as an almost cer- 
tain loss—concentrated today on 
securing a non-Communist west- 
ern Europe, 

Mme. Chiang Kai-shek’s extraor- 
dinary mission to Washington, her 
two appeals to Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall, and her one 
direct plea to President Truman, 
appear not to have changed any 
important part of the American 
attitude toward the global strug- 
gle with the Communists. 

Her mission is widely regarded 
here as a failure; the Government 
she represerits as a failing regime, 

“Military Miracle.” 

Only a “military miracle” seems 
capable of putting Generalissimo 
Chiang in position to make an ef- 
fective bid for American help in 
any way comparable to the money 
and supplies being poured into Eu- 
rope. 

(In Nanking, there was a rumor 
that Mme. Chiang had urged her 
husband to make a personal visit 
to Washington.) 

While Mme. Chiang kept her 
own counsel, and possibly looked 
for a graceful means of exit, of- 
ficial Washington generally showed 
great indifference to her problem, 
and diplomats mainly concerned 


Lithemselves with the future of 


Europe. 

Representatives of the United 
States and Canada and the five

American authorities, 
though they talk little about’ it, 
are counting heavily on that con- 
cept to restore the traditional bal- 
ance of power in Europe, and to 
some extent in the world. 

Chiang’s Weakness. 

Evidently they attach no such 
importance to China in terms of 
cold war strategy. Their attitude 
toward the situation there is that 
Communist successes are evidence 
not so much. of Red China’s 
strength as of Chiang’s weakness. 

The Chinese have estimated the 
cost of their proposed program 
for American economic and mili- 
tary help at around three billion 
dollars for three years. There is 
no evidence that Marshall or Tru- 
man has ever given this program 
the slightest serious consideration. 

By contrast, estimates of mili- 
tary help alone to western Europe 
have run as high as three billions 
for the first year. This would be 
in addition to the billions already 
committed for economic recovery 
purposes under the Marshall plan,

‘ WASHINGTON, Dec. 13 (UP)— 
Representatives of 15 American 
tepublics were consulting their 
governments today on whether to 
invoke the new Western Hemi- 


ephere defense pact in the inva- 
sion of Costa Rica. 


Costa Rice demanded that the 
treaty be invoked. An authorita- 
tive source in San Jose, the Costa 
Rican capital, said the Central 
American country might with- 
draw from the organization of 
American states if no action is 
taken on its complaint.

Stairs Prevent Greater 
Disaster.

CHICAGO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Five 
persons died and 12 others suf- 
fered injuries or burns as a result 
of a flash fire which raced 
through the fifth floor of the 
seven-story Hotel Victoria in the 


Loop district early yesterday. 

Otto Dahl, a deputy fire mar- 
shal, said that quick work by two 
bellboys and the recent encase- 
ment of the hotel’s stairways as a 
fire prevention measure probably 
prevented a much worse disaster. 
The bellboys, Sanders Davis and 
Rudolph Taylor, groped through 
the dense smoke to sound alarms 
for the sleeping guests. 

The dead are William James 
Keane, 25, in whose room the fire 
was discovered about 4:30. a.m.; 
Eugene Oyler, 48, and’ Allan Mc- 
Cullough, 40, all of Chicago; Rich- 
ard W. Cline, 18, of Xenia, O., and 
Richard I. Ulven, 1%, of Austin, 
Minn., both. sailors stationed at 
the Great Lakes Naval Training 
Station. 

Three of the dead were trapped 
in their rooms, one died in the 
hallway, and Keane died later in 
a hospital. 

Fire Commissioner Michael J. 
Corrigan said there was serious 
delay in notifying the fire de 
partment of the blaze. Firemen 
found two empty extinguishers 
and a hose extending from 
indoor standpipe when they 
reached the scene, Corrigan said, 
indicating an attempt had been 
made to control the flames before 
the fire department arrived. 

Cause of the blaze, the second 
hotel fire in two days, was unde- 
termined. Last Friday morning the 
six-story Hubbard Hotel on the 
North Side was destroyed with 
damage estimated at more than 
$100,000. The Victoria fire was 


‘| extinguished in about an hour 


with damage estimated at about 
$10,000. 

The hotel, at 334 South Clark 
street, was built in 1883 and is one 
of the oldest buildings in the 
Loop. Fifty of the 202 guests in 
the 179 rooms were on the fifth 
floor. Most of them fled down 
fire escapes.

Plans for consolidation of Amer- 
ican Overseas’ routes to ‘eleven 
countries in Europe with Pan 
American’s trans-atlantic services 
Were announced by both com- 
panies last night. 

Routes and assets of American 
Overseas Airlines would go to 
Pan American in exchange for 
Pan American stock. After this 
stock was distributed, American 
Overseas Airlines would be dis- 
solved. 

Subject to Approval. 

The merger agreement is sub- 
ject to approval by the stock- 
holders of both concerns and the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 

Pan American World Airways 
is the largest international air 
carrier, and American Overseas 
Airlines is a subsidiary of Amer- 
ican Airlines, the nation’s largest 
domestic carrier.

will chalk up one of its safest 
years on record. 

Domestic trunk lines look to a 
safety mark of 1.4 passenger fa- 
talities for every 100,000,000 pas- 
senger-miles, compared with 3.2 in 
1947. The lowest rate ever 
achieved was 1.2 deaths in 1939 
and again in 1946.

Thus far in 1948 the domestic 
airlines have had four accidents in 
which 83 passengers died.

Gen. Clay’s Views. 

Gen. Lucius D. Clay, American 
military governor, commenting on 
the Telegraf report, said: 

“We can’t dispute the rights of 
the Soviets if they so desire to 
set up a government for eastern 
Germany.” 

“But the significant thing,” he 
added, “is whether that govern- 
ment would claim to be the gov- 
ernment for all of Germany. We 
suspect the Soviet motive is to 
make such a claim. But it would 
not have much influence in west- 
ern Germany. 

“T think the federal government, 
being prepared for western Ger- 
many, will claim only to govern 
western Germany.” 

Clay said American authorities 
have not confirmed the reports 
of plans for an east German re- 
public of “which we have been 
hearing for some time.” 

Clay expects to fly tonight to 
Frankfurt, where he will confer 
this week with British and French 
military governors on the draft 
of the occupation statute for 
western Germany. 

“We will either resolve our few 
remaining differences at that time 
or refer them to our national 
governments,” he said. 

The Russians have divided east- 
ern Germany into five provinces, 
all dominated politically by the 
Communist-led Socialist Unity 
party. There is no central govern- 
ment, however. 

If the east German republic 
materializes, Western authorities 
predict it will follow the same 
pattern as the “peoples’ democ- 
racies” in other Soviet satellites.

FOR PALESTINE BID 


Plan to Make Him Ruler 

Of Arab Area Ap- 
proved Despite Opposi- 
tion in Egypt. 


AMMAN, Dec. 13 (AP)—Trans- 
Jordan’s Parliament unanimously 
approved today a plan to make 


King Abdullah ruled over Arab 
Palestine. It authorized the King 
to take steps necessary, interna- 
tionally and under the Trans-Jor- 
dan constitution, to add the Arab 
territory across the River Jordan 
to his kingdom on a basis of 
“self-determination.” 


CAIRO, Dec. 13 (AP)—Reports 
that King Abdullah of Trans-Jor- 
dan would be proclaimec king of 
Arab Palestine today had adverse 
reprecussions in Egypt. 

Dessouki Abaza Pasha, Egypt’s 
acting Foreign Minister, said it 
was understood that Abdullah 
would not take any action without 
the agreement of the Arab states 
who have opposed this move. He 
added, however, that such an un- 
derstanding did not come from 
Abdullah personally. ~ 

Professors of Alazhar, the most 
influential Islamic university in | 
the Mohammedan world, sharply | 
criticized Abdullah and called on: 
Arabs to continue their fight to 
gain all of Palestine in a state- 
ment issued yesterday. 

“Violating Arab Unity.” 

The statement said the Trans- 
Jordan leader who has ambitions |

“violating Arab unity” and thus 
“violating God’s pledge.” 

“Arabs continue in the route 
which you planned to save Pales- 
tine and the blesing of God fall 
on you,” the appeal said. “Be 
aware that God’s sentence is se- | 
vere on those who violate unity, | 
cause dissension within the Arab 
League and invite the foreigner 
against an Arab nation.”

Truman for Cabinet Boost. 
Truman, Webb said, “whole- 
for Cabinet officers and agency 
heads, believing that present 
scales do not assure “fair sal- 

aries.” 

Webb handed the committee a 
pay-increase program based on 
Truman’s 1945 recommendations, 
never approved by Congress. The 
President’s new program would: 

1. Increase Cabinet officers’ 
pay from $15,000 to $25,000 a 
year. 

2. Peg salaries for such top 
officials as Chairman David E. — 
Lilienthal of the Atomic Ener- 
gy Commission and Foreign 
Recovery Administrator Paul G. 
Hoffman at $22,500. Lilienthal 
now gets $17,500 and Hoffman 
$20,000. 

3. Increase the pay of other 

top officials and board mem- 
bers to $20,000 or $17,500. 
Truman,» Webb maintained, 
faced a choice of filling important 
posts with wealthy men with out- 
side incomes or by men who must 
serve at “too great a personal 
sacrifice.”

18 MONTHS IN NARCOTIC SALES 


James Hudson, ~ Negro, arrested 
last September with four other 
Negroes who were selling mari- 
juana, heroin and morphine, was 
sentenced to 18 months imprison- 
ment by United States District 
Judge George H,. Moore today. 
Hudson pleaded no contest to a 
charge of sale and possession of 
a narcotic. 

Hudson, known to Federal Nar- 
cotics Bureau agents as the “King 
of Delmar Boulevard,” has been 
taking heroin himself for eight 
months and has been smoking 
marijuana for five years, his at- 
torney, Frank W. Clegg, Negro, 
told the court. Judge Moore rec- 
ommended that he be sent to a 
federal institution for narcotic ad- 
dicts at Lexington, Ky., for treat- 
ment. 

At the time of his arrest, John 
M. Tully, agent in charge of the 
narcotics bureau here, said Hud- 
son conducted “jam sessions” for 
customers at his home in the 3300 
block of Delmar and rode around 
in an expensive automobile.

The petition for an injunction, 
was sought when Collector Rich- 
ard E. Gruner threatened to bring 
suit on the controversial bills. The 
university has waived its right to 
assert the statute of limitations 
oulawing the bills after five years.

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The South Shames Missouri 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Recently, I took a trip through Mis- 
sissippi, Tennessee and Louisiana. I was 
stationed at one time or another during 
the war in practically every part of the 
South, but this was the first time I was 
so forcibly struck by the South’s prog- 
ress in Negro education. 

Many of our state and city news- 
papers have carried columns about 
equality of education, non-segregated 
schools, etc., especially since the latest 
Supreme Court decision in the Sipuel 
case. This is all well and good. Never- 
theless I would like to point out to the 
‘citizens of Missouri, the State Board of 
Education and the curators of our 
atate-supported schools, that in almost 
all of these so-called “poor Southern 
atates” the colleges, though segregated, 
have better educational, recreational 
and ‘housing facilities than Lincoln, the 
Missouri university for Negroes. These 
Southern schools are also rapidly creat- 
ing vacancies in Lincoln's and other 
border states’ college staffs by luring 
our Ph.D.s away with better salaries. 

An example of these Southern schools 
is Southern University of Baton Rouge, 
La., which has a campus of four or five 
square miles, a veterans’ project for 
bachelors and married men that would 
‘shame Lincoln’s; brick apartments for 
non-permanent instructors, homes for 
permanent or semi-permanent faculty; 2 
football stadium almost on a par with 
Walsh Stadium (smaller seating capac- 
ity), a genuine lake running through the 
campis; numerous dormitories; two or 
more cafeterias; guest apartments; a 
one-building gymnasium; a beautifully 
architectured dispensary-hospital, with 
operating and X-ray rooms. And it all

This is indi- 
cated by the disclosure of their plans in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

A St. Louis group, headed by Frank (Buster) 


' Wortman, East St. Louis hoodlum, and Sheriff 


Dougherty (who soon will be out of office) has 
divided the state geographically with a Kansas 
City combination headed by Charles Binaggio, 
a rising influence in Kansas City politics. Rental 
options have been taken on likely locations for 
handbooks in both cities since Mr. Smith’s elec- 
tion. Plans for operations in Jefferson City also 
are well along although the gamblers have been 
somewhat dismayed by the outspoken warning 
of that city’s mayor, James T. Blair. 

The gamblers also have had the temerity to 
approach the Governor-elect. They want to see 
an end to Gov. Donnelly’s policy of warning the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. against giving 
multiple,telephone service to gambling joints. 
They need batteries of telephones to operate. 

The betting promoters also want new police 
boards in St. Louis and Kansas City, boards 
which would be less insistent than the present 
ones on strict enforcement of the laws against 
gambling. Under a St. Louis board to the 
racketeers’ liking, such enemies of commercial- 
ized gambling and vice as Police Chief O’Con- 
nell, Inspector Brostron and Capt. Wren of the 
gambling. squad would find themselves under 
pressure to ignore new handbooks. They might 
even find themselves pushed out of their jobs. 

These are just the high lights of the gamblers’ 
plans. If they are able to go through with 
them, it will not be very long before St. Louis 
faces a’situation as bad as that of a decade ago 
when at least 250 bookies were handling $25,- 
000,000 in bets each year even though the times 
were not nearly as good as now. 

With Illinois made unhealthy for gamblers by 
its new Governor, Adlai E. Stevenson, many of 
that state’s racketeers would be attracted to a 
wide open St. Louis. Rivalries would develop 
inevitably. Just as surely, these would be fol- 
lowed by outbreaks of crime. 

The memories of the gangster era in Chicago, 
Kansas City and elsewhere still are fresh enough 
to persuade St. Louisans in particular that they 
do not want their city to be a “good town” after 
the fashion of Tom Pendergast and Al Capone. 

Since St. Louis and Kansas City do not have 
direct control over their police. the issue is 
squarely up to the Governor-elect. There were 
ugly stories before the election to the effect that 
the gamblers had raised a war chest in his be- 
half. Apparently, these worthies feel that they 
have bought a franchise to operate with a mini- 
mum of interference. They are getting ready 
to collect. 

Mr. Smith repudiated underworld support in 
his campaign. Now he must back up his words 
with action. The hoodlums are threatening to 
corrupt his administration and the new Legis- 
lature, too. Whatever he did or did not do on 
that occasion, Binaggio’s presence at the secret 
caucus of the new Democratic legislative major- 
ity aroused ominous suspicions. These now 
have been deepened by the disclosure of the 
gamblers’ plans. , 

‘The new Governor can do. more than any 
other single man to bring these to nought. If 
he acts with courage, he can count on the wid- 
est public support. Missouri has no intention 
of opening up to the racketeers.

A Question of Questionableness 

Representative Nixon, of the House Un-

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Hizh-handedness on the Current 

A high-handed attitude is being taken by the 
Army Engineers toward Missourians’ opposition 
to their proposed dams on the Current river. 
They say it is impossible to detach any single 
dam from the proposed system and compute what 


the effect would be if it were eliminated. 


Of course it is possible, and in view of the 
temper of public opinion in Missouri it is also 
necessary. What the Army Engineers are say- 
ing is that they don’t Want to and don’t have to. 

That is an‘ arbitrary and unreasonable aiti- 
tude. The people of Missouri who are interested 
in the matter want to know how vital the two 
proposed Current river dams are to the 13-dam 
project. Omitting these two dafns. which are 
so objectionable: to so many people, how much 
would the system lose in flood control? That 
is a perfectly answerable engineering problem, 
and the public has a right to know the answer. 
Only then can it decide for itself whether the 
difference in flood control is worth.what it would 
have to give up—one of the most. exquisite riv- 
ers in America, and sevéral of Missouri’s famous 
big springs.

The reader who finds these “12 ‘ibedenente 
confusing and generally unimpressive 
remember several ‘things.. He needs to remem- 
ber first that the year was 1938. Hitler had 


‘not yet invaded Poland and it was nearly 


three years before the Japanese would strike at 
Pearl Harbor. The only part of the world ac- 
tually at war was the Orient where the Chinese 
were attempting to fight off an invading enemy. 

Significantly enough, the only one of the 12 
released documents which came from Whittaker 
Chambers’ pumpkin cache in Maryland told of 
the movement of Japanese troops, landing of 
supplies, kind of materiel in use and other tac- 
tical and military information. 

The other documents which have been made 
public deal with such things as British naval 
plans, high level views in Austria of Hitler's 
designs in Europe and a proposal to withdraw 
British support from Chiang. 

Seen in the context of its.times each one of 
these papers could have been of real impor- 
tance to the power which wanted such informa- 
tion and a serious embarrassment to the nation 
from which it came. Not to realize that would 
be to misunderstand entirely the way in which 
nations operate intelligence systems to protect 
themselves in an insecure world. 

Thousands of persons in the armed services 
have been punished for breaches of security. 
As a result of violations of the handling of se- 
cret documents and plans, many officers have 
been reduced in grade, relieved of command, 
sent home or otherwise severely disciplined. 
There is little question what a court-martial 
would do with a wearer of the uniform found 
to be a party to the removal or careless han- 
diing of papers of the character of those in the 
Chambers-Hiss case. 

Indeed, the documents which Representative 
Nixon is delivering to the federal grand jury 
in New York include two which former Under 
Secretary of State Sumner Welles says would 
be detrimental to security even today if made 
public. : 

As to that there can be no intelligent opin- 
ion except by persons who have seen the docu- 
ments and know what they contain. But in view 
of the fact that the value of secret documents 
varies in terms of immediate circumstances, it 
is truly notable that after a passage of 10 years 
an informed former high official of the State 
Department, often its acting head, should say 
that two of the documents are still of top secret 
nature. 

The one central thing to remember about 
these developments is that they follow in the 
train of Alger Hiss’ slander suit against Whit- 
taker Chambers. So far as the American peo- 
ple know, the FBI has had nothing to do with 
bringing them out. So far as the people know, 
no pressure to get at the facts has been put 
on by the Department of Justice or the White 
House.

Behind the closed doors of the American 
Medical Association’s House of Delegates 
meeting in St. Louis several abortive re- 
volts were started against the old guard 
that rules the A.M.A. through its govern- 
ing body, the nine-man Board of Trustees. 
At one point, a delegate shouted: 

“It’s time that the 
nine old men got out. 

They’ve made enough 
of a Mess already.” 

But in the end, the 
diehards held the 
fort and the two ma- 
jor decisions made by 
the House of Dele- 
gates were: : 

To build a $3,500,000 
war chest to fight 
passage of a federal : ' 
health insurance pro- Deutsch 
gram sponsored by President Truman 
and certain to be introduced in Congress 
early in the next session, The fund will he 
raised by assessing each member of a 
local or state medical] society affiliated with 
the A.M.A. $25. 


To disapprove the new national volunta ry 
(non-profit) health insurance company 
formed under the leadership of Dr. Paul R. 
Hawley and indorsed by the Blue Cross 
Commission (an association of voluntary 
hospital insurance plans throughout the 
country). 


Revolt by the Blue Cross 


There was a hot debate over this second 
question. Sponsors of the new company, 
which is enabled to write comprehensive 
health insurance anywhere in the country, 
argued that it was the only means by which 
government-controlled health insurance 
(so-called “socialized medicine”) could be 
headed off. Opponents argued mainly that 
it would actually be a step toward “socia}- 
ized medicine.” 


Dr. Hawley announced at St. Louis that 
the new Blue Cross-Blue Shield company 
would go ahead, anyway, without A.M.A. 
indorsemet, It is already negotiating with 
several big national labor unions and busi- 
ness firms for contracting health insurance 
coverage on a uniform basis, in terms of 
costs and benefits, regardless of where 
policyholders are located. 

One watches with awed amazement the 
suicidal fumbling of the A.M.A., as it stub- 


' bating national health legislation? 


bornly persists to ignore the lessons of his- 
tory. The die-hard stand at St. Louis may 
prove to be the beginning of the end of the 
old guard which for many years has called 
the tune for organized medicine. 

Several delegates who had hoped that the 
election returns of Nov. 2 would be cor- 
rectly interpreted by the A.M.A. hierarchy 
and result in liberalizing its opposition to 
progress in the distribution of medical care. 
are now bitterly resentful and in the mood 
for all-out rebellion. 

“It’s the same old story,” one delegate re- 
marked. “We're still following the purely 
negative line that has led us along the path 
to disaster, without offering a positive pro- 
gram acceptable to the American people.” 

Having lost all friends in organized labor, 
the A.M.A. is now rapidly alienating large 
sections of the rest of the population. Its 
tenacious clinging to the medical status quo 
won't help it win friends and may prove to 
be the downfall of the present A.M.A. lead- 
ership. 


Education by Lobbying? 


Several interesting questions arise from 
the de@ision to collect the $3,500,000 war 
chest. For instance: 

The A.M.A, is now tax-exempt, listed as 
a non-profit educational and scientific so- 
ciety. (The Illinois Supreme Court has 
ruled that the A.M.A. is a business associa- 
tion and that, as such, it must pay the 
social security taxes for its employes.) 

The A.M.A, has been extremely careful 
to characterize the $3,500,000 war chest as 
intended for an “educational” campaign. 
But where will the responsible authorities 
draw the line between education and prop- 
aganda or, indeed outright lobbying against 
specific legislation? 

Many iocal and state societies, now listed 
as “educational and scientific associations,” 
and hence tax free, will find the burden 
of lobbying and propaganda placed upon 
them. Will they be able to retain their 
tax-free status? 

What will happen to individual doctors 
who refuse to pay $25 assessment for com- 
Will 
they be thrown out of the societies, or 
otherwise punished? 

What will happen to the National Physi- 
cians’ Committee, which for years has been 
the propaganda stooge for organized 
medicine? Will it play a secondary role in 
the new push, or no role at all? 


Reforming the Rules Committee

Too Much Double Talk 


THE SECRET THREAD, by Ethel Vance. 

Brothers, 37! Pages, $2.75 ) 

The jacket blurb of “The Secret Thread” 
by Ethel Vance (Grace Zaring Stone) de- 
scribes it as a “fast-moving story which 
involves the reader deeply, personally.” Ac- 
tually the weakness of ‘The Secret Thread” 
is that it never, at any time, involves the 
reader personally at all. The author of 
“Escape” and “The Bitter Tea of General 
Yen” has turned out. not another of her 
action-filled thrillers but a story that wav- 
ers between overly talkative Saroyanesque 
philosophy, Steinbeckian tough realism, and 
a routine whodunit. It’s a rare reader, and 
a schizophrenic one at that, who can iden- 
tify himself in all these atmospheres. 

The hero of this improbable story is Cas- 
sius Terhune (an improbable name), a man 
of affairs, a college president just returned 
from a secret mission in Europe. Less suc- 
cessful in his private life, he has been twice 
married unhappily, has just had a nervous 
breakdown, and is obsessed with the idea 
of revisiting his old home on the East Side 
of New York, in hopes of re-establishing 
some reality in the scenes of his childhood. 

The old homestead, about-to be torn down 
in a housing project clearance, turns out 
to be a hideout for a minor gangster and 
his mob of black marketeers. In his ex- 
ploration of the house, Terhune breaks his 
lez, is forced to hide out in the hideout, 
and for three days play a game of outwit- 
ting his gang captors with no assurance 
that he will ever leave the house alive. 

All of this should make for tense dra- 
ma, and there is plenty of opportunity for 
character study in the person of the intro- 
spective, world-weary Terhune; Edna, a 
hardboiled juvenile delinquent; Pop, an el- 
derly character, half philosopher and half 
psychotic; Gus, Edna’s brother, more ma- 

ture in years and de- 

linquency; and Mort, 

the poker-faced gang 

leader. But the mix- 

ture of tough talk, 

in which the conver- 

sationalists address 

each other as “flan- 

nel mouth” and 

“birdbrain,” and high 

sounding phrases 

adds up to a lot of 

confusing, frustrat- 

ing exchanges about 

people “believing in” 

each other, “the 

Te real meaning” of life, 
whether or not it 
can be beautiful, and more of the same. 

Typical of the book is an exchange in 
which Terhune explains to Edna that he 
came back to the house because of a 
dream. 


“Any dream has its interpretation,” he 
explains pedantically. “Your unconscious 
mind is functioning not, say as reasoning 
but as memory. There is bound to be a 
logic in it, a shape behind a shape, a 
meaning, in other words. I came to find 
out what it was.” 

“I don’t get you,” says Edna; and when 
he tries to explain further, “Cut out the 
double talk.” 

Which is what someone should have told 
the author at that point.

Henson wanted to buy another 
farm, in Illinois, and live there, 
leaving his wife and family on 
the Belleview farm, the boy told 
Selinger. Mrs. Henson objected, 
saying she wanted to move to 
Illinois with her husband. 

The argument became heated, 
Billy continued. 

“I got out of bed and watched 
them from the bedroom door,” he 
said. “I saw Daddy hit her, and 
then saw him trying to choke 
her, holding her head against his 
knees.”

Only now 
and then by a casual sentence 
do, you realize what they have 
gone through. One woman said to 
me as we waited for the absurd 
little elevator that graces the 
stairwells in all large French 
apartment houses, “It is wonder- 
ful to have the lift running again. 
All these flights of stairs when 
you carried home your potatoes 
and vegetables from market—that 
was really hard. The sacks of po- 
tatoes are heavy.” Electricity is 
still rationed and often cut off for 
hours.

FRANCE is not moribund. It is 
just very tired and it cannot re- 
vive until the physical body has 
been somewhat built up. One 
must eat. Particularly the French 
people must eat, because to them 
it is also a necessary ritual. No 
business man or woman here 
dashes hastily into a corner drug 
store and gets a sandwich and a 
cup of coffee for lunch. That 
would be a sacrilege. The French 
go home and sit down with their 
families to a complete meal. They 
may lose a couple of hours away 
from business by doing it, but 
they are no worse off than other 


business people because everyone 
does the same thing. 
France, too, was conquered, One 


‘woman, speaking of what she had 


been through, said she had seen 
the French army routed, with of- 
ficers picking up their wives and 
children and fleeing through Paris 
to any place where they might 
find temporary safety.

LIKE MOST other Americans, I 
have gratitude toward France be- 
cause she was the first to help us 
in our own Revolution, Another 
thing that has meant more to 
more Americans than most of us 
know came to us from France— 
the Statue of Liberty, symbolizing 
the hope for a new and better life 
to thousands upon thousands of 
people who have come into the 
United States.

' In addition to his 150 witnesses, 
Dewey had more than 1000 ex- 
hibits ready. He recognized the 
weakness of any tax case present- 
ed to a jury, which is that it is 
generally nothing more nor less 
than an excursion into higher and 
duller mathematics. To overcome 
this Dewey had dozens of charts 
prepared showing where the 
money came from, who got it, and 
why it eventually became the 
property of the defendant. If the 
jurymen couldn’t remember fig- 
ures, they had only to look at 
charts.

T was against «-Waxie that 

Dewey first introduced the “se- 

cret witness” technique that he 
later used so effectively against. 
Lucky Luciano. There was a door 
to the left of the judge’s bench 
and whenever it opened Waxie 
and his legal defenders watched 
with horror as some new face 
emerged to add to Waxie’s trou- 
bles. A couple of times we saw 
Gordon lean over to tell his lawyer 
just who was the person entering 
the witness chair. 

Jos ph Bissell, urbane and re- 
luctant, was one of Waxie’s prob- 
lems that eame through the door. 
Bissell was the Long Island soci- 
ety bon vivant who sold Waxie 
his malt and hops to the tune of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth annually. Waxie went white 
when he saw Bissell and remained 
in that unpretty condition as the 
genteel hops peddler admitted sell- 
ing his products to Frankie Dunn, 
deceased by gunfire, and Bugs 
Donovan, ditto. Bissell went on to 
tell of going to Donovan’s 
brewery after the latter’s demise 
and meeting a man who said, ‘I’m 
Waxie Gordon. I’m the new own- 
er here.” There was further tes- 
timony from _ Bissell’s secretary 
about the firm’s knuckling under 
to Waxie’s demands that the 
books be altered and that ficti- 
tious accounts be set up to cover 
the vast quantities of malt and

hops sold to the Gordon enter- 
prises. 

Robert Dalzell, of the Dalzell 
Trucking Co., slid into the court- 
room from Dewey’s door and told 
how his company had had a new 
set of books made to cover its 
dealings with Gordon. Dalzell’s 
testimony fell sweetly against our 
ears, because on exactly 18 sepa- 
rate occasions he had denied to us 
that his books were fictitious. 


It was refreshing to see what 
writers like to call an honest 
working girl fearlessly get up on 
the stand and glory in helping put 
a thief away. She was a girl of 
Polish extraction who ran a hash 
house known as the Sugar Bowl, 
across the street from one of 
Waxie’s breweries. She told that 
Waxie had made arrangements 
with her to allow his beer-truck 
pilots to telephone from her res- 
taurant. He paid the bills for the 
calls but told her he could not 
permit his drivers to eat there 
because they were so busy that 
they had to eat as they drove. Un- 
der the Bugs Donovan regime

brewery employes all ate in the 
Sugar Bowl and became the Po- 
lish girl’s friends. In telling her 
story she referred frequently to 
Bugs Donovan, each time prefac- 
ing her remarks with, “Now, be- 
fore Bugs Donovan . was mur- 
dered.” This brought Gordon’s 
counsel screaming to his feet, 
protesting. Judge Coleman in a 
most paternal manner said to the 
girl, “You must not say ‘before 
Donovan was murdered.’ Just say 
he didn't visit the’ place any 


more.” °

HE girl asked, plaintively, 
“How could he visit the place 
your honor? He was mur- 
dered!” 

We were anxious to know who 
was the brewmaster, and while we 
thought we knew, we were not 
quite certain. Our Polish girl 
friend helped.us out there when 
Gordon’s counsel said to her, 
scornfully, “You know everybody, 
don’t you? You know Bills, and 
Petes, and Eddies, and Franks. 
Next you'll be telling us you know 
an Oscar.” 

Sure, the girl answered. “Oscar 
Brockert. He was Waxie’s brew- 


master.” The defense promptly 
excused her, 

When the men who sold Gordon 
his malt, his trucking service, bar- 
rels, insurance, machinery, and 
telephone service got through testi- 
fying how much they were paid 
and when the men who bought the 
beer testified how much they had 
paid, Dewey charged Gordon with 
a tax delinquency of $187,834.17 for 
1930 and $359,580.91 for 1931. He 
had paid thirty-odd dollars taxes 
in 1930 and $35,000 in 1931. If the 
jury had.trouble with those astro- 
nomical facts and figures, they 
were plainly explained by -charts. 

Dewey took a leaf from the 
Capone prosecution and played 
what might be called the “silk 
drawers” technique. He proved 
that this man who claimed he 
made $6000 a year paid $10 for 
underwear, $12.50 for custom-made 
shirts, $160: for suits, $225 for 
tuxedoes, etc. Dewey also men- 
tioned yearly rent of $6000 in an 
apartment with a.$3600 bar; the 
purchase of two Pierce Arrows, 
two Lincoins, and a Cadillac; and 
the expenditure of $3800 for a 
library filled with the great liter- 


ary classics, all. magnificently 


bound, Just for the hell of it, 


Dewey proved that none of the 
priceless books had ever been 
opened by anybody, 

Waxie took the stand in his own 
defense and admitted he had been 
a somewhat wayward child, but in 
1916 he turned honest. In 1929 he 
had been hired as a beer salesman 
by Max Greenberg and Max Has- 
sell. Business had been bad and he 
had a tough time earning his $125 
per week salary but things picked 
up and he had gotten a bonus in 
1931. He had paid all his taxes. 
In fact, he insisted, he always 
overpaid. 

Dewey had at Waxie and it was 
somewhat brutal “You turned 
honest in 1916?” 

“T did.” 

“This is the record of your part- 
ner Max Greenbérg. He was ar- 
rested 40 times. Is that the kind 
of a man you wanted to Keep hon- 
est with?”

HEN Dewey went over all of 

Gordon’s extraordinary per- 

sonal expenses and asked 
Waxie how he managed to pay 
rent in New York and resorts, at- 
tend annual gangland conventions 
at Hot Springs, Ark., and general- 
ly live like a king when he had 
never made more than $9000 in 
any year from 1925 to 1931. 

“T won $100,000 on the horses in 
1910,” was Gordon’s explanation. 

Dewey nodded and then asked 
Gordon to explain why he picked 
pockets for quarters when he 
owned $100,000 in cash. When 
Gordon got through explaining 
that personal idiosyncracy, Dewey 
had no further questions. 

It took the jury only 40 minutes 
to decide Waxie was guilty on all 
counts, and the judge sentenced 
him to 10 years and fined him 
$20,000 and court costs. He served 
the time, less good behavior, and 
returned in 1941 to New York 
where he told the press he was a 
changed man. .An honest man. 
He was tossed out of San Fran- 
cisco when the police recognized 
him as he climbed off a plae. 
They tried to get him out on the 
very next plane, but it took sev- 
eral hours. Then during the late 
war, he went into the soft drink 
business, but got caught diverting 
10,000 pounds of precious sugar to 
a liquor still. He got a year for 
that on a guilty plea. 

When Gordon was convicted in 
1933, the press was so charmed 
that for days it failed to refer to 
us as “G-Men” or FBI agents and 
called us “ revenue agents,” which 
were weren't, of course, but it was 
close enough. Dewey issued a 
statement: 

“This case could not have been 
presented or won without the bril- 
liant and successful work, for days 
and nights and on Sunday during 
several months, of Assistant Unit- 
ed States Attorneys J. H. Terry, 
G. S. Tarbell Jr., Barent Ten 
Eyck, Nicholas Rogers, Jacob 
Grumet and the special agent in 


charge of the Intelligence unit of | 
the Treasury Department and his 


remarkaDle staff.” 


It is nice, 15 years later, to have | 
this opportunity to add that “the | 
special agent in charge of the in- | 


telligence unit” was Hughie Mc- 
Quillen and his “remarkable staff” 
included Walter Murphy, Ellison 
Palmer, Paul Anderson, Cliff 
Mack, Pat O’Rourke and Joseph 
Harvey.

North, holding only one ace and 
‘two tens in a 4-3-3-3 pattern, had 
precisely one logical course of 
action—to pass! His desire to 
guard against a short club suit, 
though understandable, should 
have been firmly suppressed be- 
cause of the greater danger in 
any response. South said later 
that he had considered running to 
two diamonds, when East doubled 
the no-trump, but after all, there 
had been no assurance that West 
was going to pass. Anyway, two 
diamonds would not have been a 
safe harbor for North-South in 
this deal! 

Defending against one no-trump, 
West opened his fourth-highest 
spade. The ten was allowed to win, 
and South also ducked East’s 
spade jack. West, however, over- 
took with the spade queen and 
continued the suit. 

South could have made five 
tricks by finessing in diamonds, 
but he elected to try for an extra 
heart or two. On his low heart 
lead to dummy’s ten, East won 
with the king and shifted to a 
low diamond. Still pursuing his 
plan, South put up the ace and 
tried another heart finesse—only 
to have the roof fall on him! East 
captured this trick too, then 
shifted to the club jack, and the 
defense ended up with four spade 
tricks, four clubs, and two hearts, 
thus collecting an 1100-point pen- 
alty.
